Judge Mestrezat, for supreme court 
justice, and Charles J. Reilley, of Wil- 
liamsport, candidate for superior court 
justice.

Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen of the

The history of the state treasuryship 


under machine Republican control for 
a generation past gives ample proof &f 
this assertion. 
In contemplation of 


law the state treasurer is a custodian 
of the money of the people, charged 
with its honest safe-l:eep'.ng and dis- 
bursements according tolaw. As such 
custodian and disbursing agent, how- 
ever, he is vested with discretionary 
pciwers of vast extent and importance. 


He is more than a merely ministerial 


officer to receive, hold and pay out. 
In keeping the public funds, their use, 
while in bis charge, is subject to his 
control, and, in paying out, the legali- 
ty aaJ honesty of the draft upon the 


. treasury is subject to his, scrutiny and 


judgment. 


It is proper to consider how these 


functions have been discharged in the 
past,under political machine treasurers. 
The treasurer, in the first place, has 
been selected at the dictation of polit-. 
ical bosses from the ranks of the de- 
pendent machine followers. 


He has usually been noted for his 


tried docility and subserviency. 


The people have had no voice what- 


ever in determining his selection. 


The millions of the people's money 


have been held as the estate of the 
party machine and administered at the 
behest of the party boss. 


They have been deposited with po- 


litical banks and political bankers for 
private gain. 


They have been loaned out to the 


political boss, to the membars of his 
family, to his lieutenants and to his 
mercenaries and his tools. 


They have been hinded over fcr 


stock jobbing and stock gambling to 
corrupt politicians. 


Their use has been sold by the same 


agencies for interest paid to the treas- 
urers, to other public officials aud to 
conspicuous managers of the machine. 


They have been made to pay annual 


tribute regularly to furnish the ma-

That Sum For the Magnesia Water. 


Learning that the Bedford Springs 


company tad decided to charge the 
people for the water from its magnesia 
spring, THE GAZETTE, always anx- 
ious to present the facts in all matters 
of public interest, sent a reporter to 
the Springs on Monday to interview 
the managers and one of the proprie- 
tors, who is at the resort. THE Gi 
2F.TTE rr.an ascertained that some of 
the people have been greatly abusing 
the privileges granted them by the 
original owners of the Springs—that 
many persons have been getting the 
water, shipping it to other places 
and receiving pay for it—and in order 
to put a stop to this traffic the Springs 
company concluded to charge a nom- 
inal sum—ten cents a gallon—when 
the water is taken away from the 
spring in vessels. As heretofore, all 
who care to may go to the Springs and 
drink all the water they desire; but if 
they want to take the health-giving 
liquid away in jugs or demijohns or 
kegs or barrels they must see one ol 
the managers or an employee of the 
company, with whom they can make 
arrangements for getting the water. 


It is too bad that the law-abiding 


citizens must suiter by reason of the 
misdeeds of the lawless, and it is to be 
hoped that the embargo will be raised 
as soon as the latter class is taught a 
much needed lesson. 
We are reliably informed that the only 
persons who were at the court house 
Saturday evening to attend the public 
meeting to protest against the action 
of the Springs company were Managers 
William Heckerman and R Sewell 
Wright, of the Bedford Springs compa- 
ny—and they weren't there to protest. 


The impression prevails that there 


is a great quantity of the magnesia 
water "going to waste;" but an official 
of the Springs company informs us 
that all that flows from the famous 
spring is being utilized.

They Aak the Powera To Recognize the In- 


dependence of tlielglaud. 


Aguinaldo has appealed to the pow- 


ers for a recognition of "Filipino inde- 
pendence," in a document dated from 
Tarlac, July 37, and signed by Buen- 
camino. It has been received by all 
the foreign consuls in Manila, with 
the request that they forward it to 
their respective governments. 


The Filipinos use their old argument 


that they had conquered the sovereign- 
ty of these islands from Spain before 
the signing of the treaty of Paris and 
therefore Spain was in no position to 
cede them to the United States. 
They 


argue that the possession of 7,000 
Spanish prisoners, captured, with their 
arms, fighting against the Filipinos, 
'is eloquent proof of the nullity of 
Spanish sovereignty, as when they sur- 
•endered Spain's hold was irrevocably 
ost.'' Thoy go on to say : 


""Replying to the Spanish commis- 


iion's requests to release' the prisoners, 
)6cause Spain no longer has political 
nterests in the islan'l •, we asked for a 
reaty of peace and friendship be- 
.ween Spain and the Filipinos, where- 
by the prisoners would be released. 
But the commissioners refused, be- 
ause it would mean recognition of our 
ndependence. 


"This is equivalent to saying that 


he prisoners must stay in our hands 
ndefinitely, because their possession 
s our most efficacious method to ad- 
ust our account with Spain and ob- 
ain from her recognition of our inde- 
pendence." 


The Filipinos claim that they con- 
uered all the country except Manila 
nd that they co-operated iu securing 
he letter's capitulation by surround- 
ng it at the cost of thousands of lives. 
)uey also claim they conquered the 
ountry unassisted, except for sixty 
•uns that Admiral Dewey gave Agui- 
aldo, and that Admiral Dewey and 
be British and Belgian consuls recog- 
ized the Filipinos' sovereignty by 
sking for passes to visit the country 
They repeat the claim that they have 


etters from American consuls and gen- 
rals recognizing their sovereignty and 
romising that the Americans would 
ecognize their independence, "which 
vas at the disposition of the powers." 


The Filipinos attempted to make 
-pital of the statement that Admiral 
)ewey had such confidence that Agui- 
aldo would observe and fulfil 
the 


ules of war that lie gave him a hun- 
red Spanish prisoners which theAmer- 
can navy had captured. 


Finally, the Filipinos appeal to the 
'Owers to influence Washington to

That 
would be so thoroughly characteristic 
f the McKinley administration that 
t is generally accepted to be true of 
ts present intentions. Of course, those 
ntentions, like many others have been, 
may be changed before being carried 
ut. Statements differ as to the mau 
vho is to command the fighting branch 


•I the Philippine army, some saying 
hat it will be Lawton and others that 
t will be Miles. General Miles lias in- 
icated to Secretary Root his willing- 
.ess to take command of the Philip- 
pine campaign, but there are several 
easons why lie is not likely to go, 
lie fii-st and most important of which 
s the evident intention of the aduiin- 
stration to leave the supreme com- 
iand nominally in the hands of Gen- 
ral Otis.

effort should be made to prevent them 
from becoming too numerous to men- 
tion. 


Take more pains in keeping every- 


thing about the place clean and in a 
perfect 
sanitary 
condition. 
Warm 


weather is approaching, and the time 
for various summer complaints is at 
hand. Most of these come from dirt or 
lice or both. Cleanliness is necessary 
to success, and it doesn't cost much 
after one gets started. 


Don't let the young stuff stop grow- 


ing for a minute. June is the most fa- 
vorable month in the year for giving 
the birds a good start and making 
them so vigorous that they will endure 
the hot weather of late July and Au- 
gust without withering up and blow- 
ing away, as they are sometimes in- 
ifliued to do. 


1 have but little trouble witli lice and 


mites. 
I discovered long ago that the 


best time to kill these little pests is just 
before they make their appearance. It 
Is not necessary to take elaborate pre- 
cautions lo keep them in subjection. 
Kerosene applied to the perches once a 
week will usually hold them iu check, 
if there are many English sparrows 
around, it is a hopeless task 'j try to 
keep the premises entirely clear of 
mites, but the kerosene treatment will 
keep them from becoming very harm- 


ful. 
If dry road dtisi. air slaked lime 


or coal ii-shes are kept under the perch- 
es, lice and mites will not flourish as 
they will if uo dnsl is about the place. 
Arrange your poultry house so the 
perches do not louch the walls at any 
place, and It will save much trouble, as 
this confines the mites to the perches, 
where they can easily be got at.

may have been the grade of the poor 
in a semi-pastoral country like Pales- 
tine, we know full well that not all 
the submerged tenth can lay the blame

misfortune, except 
the mis- 


fortune 
of 
yielding 
to 
their 


own passions 
and whims and poor 


judgment. The new man iinderstands 
very well that if he were to so divide 
his property, the result to a.ny one 
individual would be so small as to 
provide no one with a permanency and 
yet at the same time sufficient to stop 
the wheels of industry because of the 
scattering of capital. The new man— 
rich—sees clearly the insincerity or at 
least the heedlessness of those who 
would persuade the poor that capital 
is the natural enemy of the laborer; 
for it is asking us all to believe that 
the progress of this country, and of 
the world, in fact, could have been 
made just as well by clinging to the 
old ox carts; that the machinery of 
the day would all have been possible 
simply by the use of the old anvil and 
the hammer, and that the hungry 
mouths of the millions could have been 
fed by still swinging the old-fashioned 
scythe with its home-made snath or by 
still trampling out the harvest* by the 
none too clean feet of the unmuzzled 
ox. Capital has made such changes 
possible.

He shall interest himself in those 
things that make the lives of all men 
more hopeful, more useful—thus dis- 
posing of his wealth hy simply making 
opportunities for the young to study 
and to perfect themselves, 
or the 


toilers to live in the atmosphere of 
high thought, he robs wealth of the 
harm that would come from a spend- 
able cash division and imparts to it 
only good by making of it a ladder by 
which ambitious students and eager 
workers can reach heights other .vise 
un at tamable. 


In relation to his own children the 


new man—rich—is careful to see that 
they do not for one moment despise la- 


bor, 
since capital and labor are one and 


their real interests are one. He passe1 


on to his children the same feeling ol 
responsibility that he himself has— 
he makes them understand that the cp 
pcrtunity before them is to bring the 
greatest good to the greatest number, 
and if they fail in this they fail in ev 
erything that is wortli reckoning as 
success in this world. And he lays 
down one broad principle for thei- 
gu idance in spending money upon them- 
selves—the wealth that takes the man- 
hood from a man, that makes him her" 
and heartless toward others,

makes virtue a commodity, that (Hyc s 
false ideas of superiority, that pipe1 
heedlessly while others suffer; such 
wealth is a crime and against it there 
shall arise envyings and hatreds unti!

feathers with a common powder gun. 


There is no better disinfectant than 


bright sunshine. 
Open the poultry 


house during the day as much as possi- 
ble tmd get all the direct sunshine Into 
it that you possibly can. Whitewash 
is a great destroyer of odors, and 
a coat of this wilt sweeten the air for 
days. Road dust absorbs noxious gases 
and kills otf odors and Is a pretty good 
thing to have around the poultry house. 
If you cannot get dust, use dry garden 
soil, sprinkling It over the floor every 
flay, and when It is an inch or so deep 
haul it out to the garden with the drop- 
plugs that are in it, and it will he 
worth nil the work you have done to 
get It into and out of the poultry house. 
Hens do not care whether their house 
Is clean or not. but the owner will con- 
sult his own interests by keeping the 
premises as clean as possible, especial- 
ly dui'ins the hot months of the year.— 
Miller Purvis in American Poultry 
Journal. 


WHEN CHICKENS THRIVE. 


Some Kind of Meat •» 'Well mm Grain 


Mmt Be Fed. 


Experiments by the New York agri- 


cultural experiment suition show that 
chickens do not thrive so well ou grain 
feeding alone as on some form of ani- 
mal food. The same is true of ducks. 
The addition of animal nitrogen to the 
rations makes up for the grasshoppers 
aud earth worms of natural "poultry 
life. The tests demonstrated that poul- 
try fed on animal and vegetable food 
gained weight aud matured more rap- 
idly than others and at a smaller cost 
of food. In one experiment It took the 
meat meal ration chicks 47 days to 
gain their first pound and So days to 
gain the second. The grain fed birds 
needed 61 days for their first pound 
and 38 days more for their second. 


With the ducks the results of tue 


tests with the contrasted rations were 
equally convincing. 
Both lots in this 


instance were t'ed with green alfalfa 
la addition to other foods aud had 
plentiful supplies of sand and coarse 
grit. The animal meal birds soon be- 
gan to develop rapidly auc evenly, but 
the grain fed ducklings became thin 
and uneven in size. The latter would 
neglect the troughs ol apparently 
wholesome food to cha^e a stray grass- 
hopper ov tl.y. while the meat fed 
ducks lay lazily aud philosophically In 
the sun and paid no attention to bee or 
beetle. The meat fed ducks all lived 
and thrived, hut one-third of the others 
departed this life before the lifteeuth 
week of the eoutrasteil feeding. 
The 


survivors then WUIK fed ou the in rail 
rations and made rapid gains, but they 
never overcame the disadvantage of 
their bad start.—St. Louis I'ost-Dis- 
patcli.

tematically

ever before. The 


breeds of chickens everywhere have 
been improved, though more in some 
parts of the country lliuii In others, 
and tiie improvement everywhere con- 
tinues. There are many great chicken 
farms aud many chicken raisers that 
confine themselves to special breeds. 
The common stock also has been im- 
proved everywhere more or less. 


Without regard to their actual price 


at the motueut, commercial eggs may 
vary in value as much as 5 cents a 
dozen. Handsome, large, selected, high 
grade eggs may he worth 5 cents a 
dozen more than ordinary eggs. These 
superior eggs may be the production of 
special breeds of stock, but the eggs of 
comparatively ordinary stock packed 
with care might bring half a cent or a 
cent more a dozen than the same eggs 
packed as they run. 
.More aud more 


egg raisers give altunliun to such de- 
tails nowadays, culling out eggs that 
are dirty or discolored and packing 
them by themselves to si'll, though 
they may be as big and lipnvy and 
good as the others, nt loss than regular 
price, but more than making this good 
by the added price obtained for the 
others, due in givnl measure- to their 
sightliness of appearance.

some eggs may lie seen for sule in re- 
tail stores now than ever before.—New 
York Sun.

CRTC of Brooders. 


As soon as the chicks are out of the 


brooders and you are through using 
them for the season clean them lip and 
get them into winter quarters out of 
the way. Don't put the brooder away 
dirty and think you will clean It up In 
the spring before you are ready Cor it 
If yon do. you \vou't liave a brooder fit 
to use when you are ready for it. 


When yon are through using It for 


the season, scrape it out thoroughly 
and wash It inside and out with good 
hot soapsuds to which a little kerosene 
has heen added; use a scrubbing brush 
and get It clean. Then go over it again 
will) cloan. hot. soapy water and Bnish 
off with n cloth, wiping the boards dry. 
Wash the hover felts if they are dirty 
and make the whole clean. 
If it is a 


hot air brooder, remove the heater and 
clean out the hot air chamber. You 
will be surprised to see what a lot of 
Olth has found its way in there. Turn 
the brooder upside down and brush the 
sheet Iron free of soot. To keep it from 
rusting apply a thin coat of raw linsocd 
oil to the irou. Leave the brooder open 
in the sun. and let it thoroughly dry 
before yon put it away. Have all the 
parts in place and everything where 
you can lay your hands on It when 
wanted.

One 
never feels or knows how large a space 
he occupied among his fellow men till 
he has left it vacant and the journalist 
who attempts to speak of him as he 
was is treading on dangerous ground. 
"Speaker me as I am: nothing extenuate, 
Nor set down aught in malice." 
—Shakespeare. 


Th.s would undoubtedly have been 


his prayer had he been allowed a few 
moments longer to speak and with a 
full realization of the end which had 
come, and he was permitted to leave 
behind him an unquestioned profession 
of faith 
The death he met so snd- 


dei.ly had been the prayer of his life. 
Tennyson's beautiful poem was treas- 
ured away in his heart and he hoped 
when his final hour came that the 
power which is the alpha and omega 
would pass him swiftly through tbe 
veil that divides eternity from time. 


'•Sunset and evening stars, 
And one clear call for me. 
And let there be no moaning at the bar 
'Vheu I put out to sea. 
But such a sound as moving 
Seems to sleep coo deep for sound or foam 
When that which drew from out 
The thunderous deep, turns ngain home. 
'•Suulight and evening bell, 
And after that the dark, 
And let there be uo uioaning or farewell 
When I embark. 
And though from out the realm 
Of time aud space the flood may bear me 


far,

With his scriptural beliefs I have 


nothing to do. To the lover of his 
kind, who wants to be right and who 
desires to keep his feet in the straight 
and narrow path, the present has been 
an age of wonderful revelation. I have 
seen the greatest bishop of one of the 
grandest Christian denominations on 
the globe compared to Antichrist te- 
cause lie ordained to his profession of 
faith another laborer in God*s vine- 
yards, where as a theological professor 
he had labored for over thirty years. 
Yet the lives of the bishop and convert 
whom he welcomed to his fold were 
above the world's censure and an ex- 
ample to all men.

for leutures,which he had been using for 
years—and which audiences crowded 
the theaters in which he lectured from 
pit to dome at a dollar a head, and

The last time he lectured in Brooklyn 
his share of the house was over SI,000;

His home life was the happiest 


conceivable, the affection of his family 
for the father and husband almost 
amounting to adoration. 
His return 


from his frequent lecture tours was 
celebrated like a golden jubilee. His 
Sunday evenings "At Home" were 
among the happiest events of his life. 
No religious discourse marred the har- 
mony of the evening and a Catholic 
priest or a Presbyterian minister might 
have attended without having his re- 
ligious sensibilities offended in the 
slightest degree. At these receptions 
you always met delightful people whom 
it was a pleasure to know, but no mat- 
ter how distinguished the company, the 
strong personality of Colonel Ingevsoll 
dominated everything, and you forgot 
for the moment that in the genial host 
you were partaking of the hospitality 
of the greatest agnostic of the age. 
Dis untimely death and his prominence 
before the public for many years have 
drawn special attention to his sudden 
taking off, while a number of similar 
deaths of persons not as widely known 
to the public have been sufficient to be 
entitled an epidemic. And in all these 
cases the victims have been busy brain 
workers, the physical strength not 
being able to stand the mental strain. 
It is only a few days since a prominent 
lawyer of Brooklyn, a man of middle 
age, with every promise of a long life, 
was stricken down as Colonel Inger- 
soll was without a moment's warning. 
The silver cord was loosed and the 
golden bowl was broken. This heavy 
overstrain on a body, exhausted by 
overdraughts, must eventually pay the 
penalty, but he was unconvinced, and 
suddenly the lamp of life was extin- 
guished and the penalty of brain over- 
work paid. Within the last month a 
number of similar deaths have taken 
place in the state of New York; how 
many have occurred in other states the 
death roll alone can tell. 


On Friday night an ex-motorman on 


the Metropolitan street railway was 
arrested as a suspicious character. On 
being searched a stick of dynamite was 
found in his pocket, weighing half a 
pound, and on searching his room ten 
pounds more were found, enough to 
blow up an entire block. Francis J. 
Curran, besides beisg an ex-motorman, 
was an old state's prison bird. He had 
served three terms in state's prison and 
if he is convicted of the charge of 
which he is suspected his chances are 
good for a lodging in state's prison for 
the remainder of his days. His crime is 
the most damnable known to the crim- 
inal calendar. 
At one fell swoop to 


destroy hundreds of lives and millions 
of property—the electric chair is too 
good for such a wretch. 


We are going too fast. Every day 


you are startled by an increase of speed 
in some direction; a few seconds in a 
horse's time being rated at thousands 
of dollars. The blood that courses 
through the veins of Electioneer, trans- 
mitted through Arion and Sunol, only 
four or five seconds faster than the 
great scions which preceded them, yet 
those brief seconds were worth thous- 
ands to the lucky owners.

improved roads is that they lessen tho 
cost of repairs, make it possible to 
haul the largest amount of goods with 
the smallest animal power, save time 
and increase property valuations. No 
railroad company would uxiiect to do 
business if its tracks and roadbed 
were in such condition as to make it 
either impossible to use the tracks at 
long seasons of the year or in using 
them have to lose a great deal of time 
and have immense repairs to make, 
and yet that Is what the farmers and 
others using tiie common roads are 
doing in a comparative way every day 
in the year. 


They make the most impracticable 


attempts at road building and repair- 
ing and then wonder why there is no 
profit in their products, which have 
been hauled over had roads at the 
greatest expense. 
It has been esti- 


mated that in the states where the 
stone roads have been built the cost of 
transportation has been decreased to 
20 per cent of the former figures and 
that the roads pay for themselves 
within a few years. It has been fur- 
ther shown that the amount lost in 
the 
different "ways mentioned will 


more than pay for the building and re- 
pairs of these roads on the annual as- 
sessments made for them or that it 
costs no more each year to have good 
roads thac it does to have bad ones. 


Rond TnrceH Paid In Cnsli. 


The town of Beloit, in Wisconsin, 


has made a wonderful improvement in 
its roads as the result of collecting its 
road taxes in cash. 
A. C. Powers, 


chairman of the town, says that, 
though the taxation was not increased 
a single cent, it is conceded by every 
one that more has bceu accomplished 
in two years since the adoption of the 
new system than in any tun years un- 
der the old management. It has work- 
ed uo hardship to any one, as they 
have hired the taxpayers to perform 
this labor, paying ?1.30 per day of ten 
hours for men and ?3 per clay for men 
with teams. The increased amount of 
work performed and the improved con- 
dition of the roads have stimulated and 
encouraged the people, who would not 
for a moment think of going back to 
the old system. Similar results are re- 
ported from the towns of Westport, 
Kandall, Turtle and Middleton. In the 
last named town the tax was reduced 
by three-fifths anil collected in cash, 
and far more work was accomplished 
than ever before.

Almost auy box or hive containing 


loose frames with space enough be- 
tween the ends of the frames and hive 
to admit a board say half an inch thick 
can be converted into what in this lo- 
cality is known as the "Notre Dame 
hive" by means of a simple device con- 
sisting of the following pieces: 


One strip of iron one inch wide, an 


eighth of an inch thick and the depth 
of the hive. Two holes much like key- 
holes are punched in it near each end. 
Four small screws to fasten this to the 
board, which is cut to fit in the end of 
the hive. Two or four three-eighth by 
three inch coach or wood screws, the 
points of which are cut off, and a 
groove cut near the end to lit in the 
slots In the strip of iron—a kind of lit- 
tle button which when in tbe slots will 
pull back us much as it will push for- 
ward. These screws, if only two, are 
put through in the center of the end of 
the hive and are so. spaced that when 
the board is put on the slots in the iron 
strip will drop down in tho grooves cut 
in the screws and rest on the bottom 
of the hive. If four screws are used, 
then two are put opposite the second 
frame from the outside.

it was followed immediately by the | 
construction, on the part of the New 
York Yacht club, of the good and fa- 
mous craft America, the boat that 
brought the cup to America and plac- 
ed it in charge of the New York Yacht 
club, in whose care it has remained ev- 
er since. In accordance with the origi- 
nal plan the cup must remain forever 
a challenge cup. But never agniu has 
the trophy crossed the seas, notwith- 
standing the repeated attempts of our 
English cousins to bear it back in tri- 
umph to its original home. 


A stirring, adventurous and notable 


career indeed has the famous first win- 
ner of the cup. Built by Americans for 
the express purpose of meeting and 
vanquishing the yachts of England or 
any other yachts, she vanquished all 
with the greatest ease. So far as yacht- 
ing is concerned Britain has no longer 
ruled the waves since the day when 
tlie America raced in English waters. 
Afterward the yacht was purchased by 
an Englishman and for a time Hew the 
union jack instead of the stars and 
stripes. During the period of the civil 
war the America's sailing qualities 
tempted a syndicate to purchase her 
for use as a blockade runner. During 
this period tlie yacht lurked about the 
Florida keys and made flying trips to 
Bermuda and Nassau. Finally she was 
caught in the St. Johns river and was 
scuttled in order to save her'from cap- 
ture. She was raised and became a 
training ship at Annapolis. 


In the year 1STO there came from 


England Commander Asbury's chal- 
lenge for the America's cup, then as 
now In the possession of the New 
York Yacht club. 
It was tlie unani- 


mous desire of the country that the 
America should be allowed to compete 
for the defense of the cup which she 
had originally won. 
She had won it 


against a fleet, and in 1S70 a fleet was 
sent out to defend it against the Brit- 
ish challenger, the Combriu. 


The America beat tiie Cumbria, bn' 


she was preceded by three other Amor 
lean yachts at tlie finish, the Magic 
tho Idler and tlie Silvio. After the race 
tbe America returned to Annapolis and 
resumed her duties as a training ship 
Three years later she was condemned 
by tlie government and sold to Geuern 
Benjamin P. Butler.

the screws are flattened for conven- 
ience. Three .little strips of wood are 
nailed ou the side of the hive against 
which the board fits up tightly when 
screwed up against the frames. 


One little strip of oilcloth is tacked 


on the cud o£ hive and board. Tills. Is 
to prevent the bees from getting be- 
hind the board. The edges should be 
turned iu so that no threads are visible 
for the bees to pull and bite. The holes 
for the screens are bored with a bit 
smaller than the screws, and a screw 
of the same size with the point sharp 
is used to cut the thread in the wood, 
because tlie screw with the blunt point 
will not do the work. 


Our bees are wintered on the sum- 


mer stands in houses built without any 
preteusions to warmth, merely afford- 
ing a shelter from storm aud wet. 
About the middle of last October the 
bees were warmly packed in short 
straw and cUalf by placing a board 
wall about eight inches from the rear 
of tlie hives and filling this space and 
that in front and between the hives 
with a mixture of short straw and 
chaff. 
The space between the hives 


in some cases is two inches and iu oth- 
ers about flve. 


A strong cloth was put on the frames 


arid a full depth super put on. Then 
one or two little woolen blankets, and 
then, the super was almost filled with 
chaff, over which a wire cloth was 
placed to keep tiie mice out; then more 
chaff, straw and forest leaves till all 
was entirely covered up.

A Good Story About a Goose—A Boy and 


Ills Kite. 


A writer iu St. Nicholas tells'a 


stt-ange story of a goose. It happened 
near Quebec mare than 50 years ago, 
when some British troops had bean 
Bent out to put oo\vn a rebellion of the 
colonists.

to deny himself this satisfaction. 


Tho fox was gaining on his Intended 


prey, when the goose, in a frantic at- 
tempt to reach the sentry box, ran his 
head nnd neck between the soldier's 
legs just as the pursuer was on the 
point of seizing it. 
Fortunately the 


guard could use his bayonet on the fox 
without making a disturbance, and he 
did this to such advantage that the 
pursuit was soon ended. 


The rescued goose, evidently animat- 


ed by gratitude, 
rubbed its head 


against its deliverer's legs and per- 
formed various other joyful and kit- 
tcnlike antics. Then, deliberately tak- 
ing up its residence at the garrison 
post, it walked up aud down with the 
sentry while he was on duty and thus 
accompanied each successive sentry 
that appeared on that beat. 


About two months later the goose 


actually saved the life of its particular 
friend in a very remarkable way. The 
soldier was again on duty at that 
place, and on a moonlight night, when 
the moon was frequently obscured by 
passing clouds, the enemy had formed 
a plan to surprise and kill him. His 
feathered friend was beside him, as 
usual, while he paced his lonely beat, 
challenging at every sound and then 
"standing at ease" before his sentry 
box. The goose always stood at ease, 
too, and it made a very comical pic- 
ture. 


But some undesirable spectators—at 


least of the soldier's movements—were 
stealing cautiously toward the place 
under cover of the clouds and a line of 
stunted pine trees. Nearer and nearer 
to the post they crawled, till one of 
them, with uplifted knife, was about 
to spring ou the unsuspecting man. 


Then it was that the watchful goose 


covered itself with glory by rising un- 
expectedly from the ground and nap- 
ping its wings in the faces of the 
would be assassins. 
They rushed 


blindly forward, but the sentry suc- 
ceeded in shooting 0110 of tho party 
and bayoneting another, while the 
goose continued to worry and confuse 
the remainder until they fled for their 
lives.

I found a goodly number of gueits 
there, of whom I recognized Dr. Lodge 
and wife, of Baltimore, Dr. Stuckey, of 
Illinois, Mr. Clendennen, of Newcastle, 
Mr. Russell, of Lewistown, Mr. Corbin 
and family, of Huntingdon, and found 
the guests all enjoying themselves and 
enjoying the finest sulphur iron water 
in the United States. I found that 
the Messrs. Colvin had, by electricity, 
carried the water to a large tank on 
the top of the hill opposite the hotel 
and were able to distribute the same 
to the hotel and provide pure sulphur 
baths, hot and cold, for the use of the 
guests.
